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CHICAGO’S BOOK TRADE. 
A HISTORY FROM 1834 OF THE BOOK MAKERS, 
SELLERS, AND PRINTERS. 
[Continued from page 34, Pusiisuers’ WEEKLY, July 12.] 
RELIGIOUS BOOK-STORES. 


WILLIAM G. HOLMEs, a native of Scotland, 
came from buffalo about 1857, and opened a 
religious book-store in the Garrett Block, where 
Central Music Hall nowstands. He moved from 
there to Wells Street, between Lake and Ran- 
dolph ; then to No. 170 Clark Street in 1859 or 
1860, and remained there until 1869, when he re- 
moved into the store of W. B. Keen & Co., va- 
cated at No. 148 Lake Street. Having been 
burned out in the great fire of 1871, he reopened 
at No. 194 West Madison Street, and made his 
final move to No. 77 Madison Street. He died 
Dec. 20, 1880, and F. H. Revell, now Nos. 148 
and 150 Madison Street, bought his stock. 

Watson W. Brown, with Holmes from 1861 till 
1879——save a short time when he was in the 
army—had an interest in the Holmes business, 
though his name did not appear in the firm ; was 
an active manager for many years, and was 
known as one of the best-posted and most trust- 
worthy book-men in the West. In 1879 he en- 
gaged in manufacturing stationery, as head of 
the firm of W. W. Brown & Co., now at No. 
106 Madison Street. He is also the official 
publisher of the Chicago stock exchange. 

Mitchell & Hathaway kept a church book-store 
in 1863, at No. 93 Washington Street, where 
they were burned out in 1871. The firm was 
next at No. 45 Clark Street, and at No. 158 
State Street, went out of business in 1880, Mit- 
chell transferring his interest and services to 
Jansen, McClurg & Co. 

Street & Pierson kept an Episcopal book-store 
in 1865. They were succeeded by Street, Moore 
& Co., and then by Moore & Kelly. The house 
lasted about four years. 

The Western Methodist Book Concern, estab- 
lished in Cincinnati, O., 1820, opened a branch 
house here at No. 63 Randolph Street, 1852. It 
afterward moved to No. 66 Washington Street, 
and was burned out there in 1871 ; thence moved 
temporarily to No. 36 South Clinton Street ; 
May, 1872, to Nos. 24 and 26 Van Buren Street ; 
November, 1673, moved into its own building, 
No. 57 Washington Street. The present agents, 
Earl Cranston and William P. Stowe—Cranston 


| & Stowe—publish here 7he Northwestern Chris- 


tian Advocate, the Sandebudet, a Swedish relig- 
ious weekly, and a Sunday-school paper in that 
language. The books and Sunday-school period- 
ical literature are published in Cincinnati. The 
branch here has a large trade through the North- 
west, not only in Methodist books and periodi- 
cals, but carries a large stock of the leading 
publications of the country. It has also a Ger- 
man and Swedish bock department. 

The Western Unitarian headquarters for Sun- 
day-school books are at No. 135 Wabash Avenue. 

The American Tract Society, No. 139 Wabash 
Avenue, had a depository here in 1857. It was 
burned out at No. 68 Adams Street in 1871; 
went into a dwelling-house on Wabash Avenue, 
thence to No. 68 Adams Street, and to No. 139 
Wabash Avenue in 1881. All the profits of the 
books sold are given away. 

The Presbyterian Board of Publication, of 
Philadelphia, have a branch depository at No. 
137 Wabash Avenue, for the sale of Presbyterian, 
religious, and theological books. 
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American Baptist Publication Society—Chi- 
cago branch of the present house, No. 1420 
Chestnut Street, Philadelphia—began in 1868 in 
the Lombard Block, under the management of 
C. R. Blackall. It is now located at No. 151 
Wabash Avenue. The manager is F. G. Thearle. 
The society publishes Baptist books and papers. 

Of Catholic book-stores there has been a great 
brood of what might be termed parochial book- 
stores, almost every prominent parish having 
one for the sale of Catholic books and church 
goods, few of which were successful. There 
are quite a number of such book-stores here 
now, away from the business centre. 

Charles McDonald kept the pioneer Catholic 
book-store of Chicago, at No. 27—now No. 33— 
Market Street, in 1840. He continued the busi- 
ness twenty-five years—till 1865—-when he sold 
out his books at auction and retired from the 
business in good form. 

Jj. Graham, now Graham & Sons, No. 113 
South Desplaines Street, kept a Catholic book- 
store for a long time on the South side. 

T. J. Finnegan, No. 66 Lake Street, and the 
Union Catholic Publishing Company, No. 82 
Randolph Street, sell Cathokic books and church 
goods. But there is no prominent exclusively 
English Catholic book-store here, the leading 
general book-stores keeping Catholic as well 
as Protestant books. The same remark, in a 
qualified degree—the Methodist Book Concern 
excepted—applies to the Protestant religious 
book-stores. 

Michael J. Geraghty, No. 433 West Twelfth 
Street, dealer in Catholic books and religious ar- 
ticles, was an agent for school-books at No. 457 
West Twelfth Street, from 1872 to 1879, and was 
then with Jansen, McClurg & Co., but afterward 
with F. S. Belden, and now begins on his own 
account. 

Theodore Scholzen, No. 290 West Twelfth 
Street, began business on this street May18, 1867, 
selling Catholic books. 


SCHOOL BOOKS. 


George Sherwood & Co., school-book pub- 
lishers, Nos. 307 and 309 Wabash Avenue, deal 


exclusively in their own school-books, com- 
prising spelling, reading, with the principal 


words in reform spelling type, writing, arith- 
metic, grammar, school songs, with piano ac- 
companiment, and some_ high-school books. 
Their recently published Business Reader con- 
tains fine selections for reading, and rules for 
the business of life. Their Civil Government of 
Illinois, leading the pupil up through the school 
district, township, county, and State organiza- 
tions, to the organic law of the State and the 
United States, should be in every school. It 
is the only Chicago house that publishes 
books for common schools. Their books have 
been approved by the ablest teachers, and 
have a wide circulation in the East as well as in 
the West.

The school-books of the country are chiefly 
supplied by eastern publishers, most of whom 
have branch houses to introduce their books to 
the northwest. Most of their books are sent 
direct from headquarters, and are not counted 
in the book trade of Chicago. The houses 
represented here, as branches, are :

ginning with a small stock of books, eigh 
years ago, his dealings were so fair and satis. 
factory that customers, far and near, multi. 
plied. His specialties are second-hand school- 
books. He also keeps shop-worn and new 
school-books. Nothing equals the growth of 
his business in the history of the book-trade of 
this country. 

C. O. Perry began business as a travelling 
agent for Harper & Brothers, but in the summer 
of 1880 opened an office for himself at No. 20: 
Wabash Avenue. March, 1883, he moved t 
No. 109 Wabash Avenue. He handles both 
school and miscellaneous books, and has quite 
a library trade.

121 Monroe Street — pioneer law bookseller 
succeeded D. B. Cooke in 1860, at No. 111 Lake 
Street. He was at No. 91 Washington Street in 
1867 ; after the fire, October 9, 1871, he opened 
at his residence, No. 1ro20—now No, 2249- 
Wabash Avenue; at No. 393 Wabash Avenue, 
March, 1873, and moved to his present store 
in 1879.
